Budget 
Has SGA 
Approval 



The new budget for the Stu- 
dent Government Association was 
unanimously approved by the leg- 
islative council of SGA on Mon- 
day evening, December 3. 

The budget devised by Patsy 
Ballou, Treasurer of SGA, in con- 
junction with Dr. Margaret Har- 
grove, Dean of Students. Mr. 
Edgar E. Woodward, Bursar, and 
tin, Emily Holloway, Assistant 
Bursar, will go into effect im- 
mediately. 

Several expenses previously 
paid by the college will now be 
paid by the Student Government 
Association. Patsy stated that the 
IlK l eased number of expenses will 
also mean an increase in the an- 
nual SGA allotment. 

The SGA expenses have been 
divided into four main categories 
Dues and memberships including 
A'SA national dues, regional dues 
and conference travel, and Battl- 
field coverage total $700. 

Campus programs and func- 
tions, which includes pre-school 
conferences, freshman coke 
parties, loyalty night, installation 
convocation, campus Christmas 
party, and SGA picnic, total $515. 

Office expenses including sup- 
plies, postage, box rent and sec- 
retarial wages will total $315. 

Flowers, gifts, and other mis- 
cellaneous items are expected to 
total $170. A tape recorder for 
use by SGA and Honor Council 
will be included in the 1962-63 
budget as a non-recurring ex- 
pense. 

The grand total allotted to the 
Student Government Association 
for the coming year is $1700, an 
increase of $900 over previous 

years.

Eight College Buildings 
Meet Shelter Standards 



Mary Washington College has 
signed agreements designating a 
number ol college buildings as 
public fallout shelters. 

The move will put the shelters 
in line for signs and federal stock- 
piling of supplies. 

Fredericksburg City Manager 
F. Freeman Funk, who is civil 
defense co-ordinator. said the Col- 
lege was the first in the city to 
sign shelter-licensing agreements 
as a result of a lederal survey of 
potential shelters here last spring. 
Results of the survey were an- 
nounced last month. 

The federal survey listed eight 
college buildings as eligible lor 
designation as public shelters. 
Minimum requirements are that 
a structure can provide at least 
50 persons with a protection fac- 
tor of 100— that is, 100 times the 



protection against fallout that a 
person would receive outdoors. 

The eight college buildings were 
listed as having a total shelter 
capacitv ot 2.023 persons or more 
than enough to handle the 1.762- 
member student body. 

The number of persons which 
could be sheltered in each build- 
ing is as follows: Ann Carter Lee 
Hall, 450; Monroe Hall. 430: Fran- 
cis Willard Hall. 440: Virginia 
Hall. 396; E. I.ee Tr inkle Library. 
114: Mary Ball Hall. 87: Martha 
Randolph Hall. 54; and Hugh 
Mercer Infirmary, 52. 

A number ol other buildings at 
the College could meet minimum 
requireme.'s lor public shelters if 
certain improvements were made. 
i'r.e survey indicated. In addition. 
Edgar E. Woodward, college bur- 
sar, said there were several build- 



ings which apparently were not 
examined in the survey but ap- 
pear to meet shelter require- 
ments. 

I'nder the federal program, des- 
ignated shelters are markd by 
appropriate signs and stocked with 
medical, food, sanitation, water 
and other supplies to make them 
Mlf-SUfficient for a two-week peri- 
od.

For the first lime in 21 years 
I '.e blisters of the much rushed 
stafi of E. Lee Trinkle Library 
have been relieved by lhe in- 
stallment of an elevator, one of 
the many conveniences being add- 
ed to make MWC's library more 
modern and accessible. 

Others include the air condition- 
ing of the new section of the 
building and brighten recessed 
lighting in the old and nw read- 
ing rooms The two recently finish- 
ed subterranean stack rooms can 
be now converted to fallout shel- 
ters. 

Other changes include the trans- 
formation ol the old reserve room 
into a bibliographical reference 
area. All periodicals will be on 
file in three rooms and the slacks 
on the second floor. A new re- 
serve room is located at the rear 
of the first floor ol the building. 
A smoking area will be supplied 
in the basement. 

The basic color scheme being 
used is soft tones ol beige and 
green. Presently workman are 
busily painting the walls and 
staining woodwork. The floors will 
be tiled after this is completed. 
Two new restroooms have been 
completed on the second floor. 

The rotunda still awaits its re- 
modeling. The circular service 
desk will be moved in front of the 
pillars and will be divided into 
two sections for borrowing and 
returning, thus allowing faster 
service. 

Although no definite date has 
been set for the official opening, 
Dr. Carrol H. Quinzcl. Librari- 
an, hopes that renovation will b« 
finished by the beginning of sec- 
ond semester.

At last, something hM been done about 
Student Government "lethargy"! Although 
this something has not taken the form ol a 
violent reformation, it has made students 
come out of their own little circles and put 
in writing their opinions, gripes and re- 
quests.

in like form. The facts that Sun- 
day dinner has been moved up, that 
agendas were passed out previous to 
the last SGA meeting and that Student 
Govertimtnt tl speaking to the faculty 
via the faculty bulletin are signs that 
the questionnaire responses are meet 
Ing with some action. Once the re- 
sponses have been tallied and examined 
to see if the recommendations are impor- 
tant and feasible, we will be able to see 
just how useful the questionnaire was in 
a start toward "putting the student back in 
Student Government."

May the true Christmas 
spirit, God-created, be man-lived so that 
man can search out the basic understand- 
ings and truths of life. .May we as the wise 
men of today accept the birth of the Savior 
three long ago, with a trust that equals 
intellectually and emotionally as did those 
that of the Shepherds.

Highway Safety 



The Governor's Highway Safety Com- 
mittee of Virginia is taking action on 
Governor Harrison's expressed concern 
over deaths resulting in highway accidents. 
Safety campaigns have begun, as an ap- 
proaching holiday already brings estimates 
of the number of people whose Uvea may 
be taken. 

As college students our responsibility 
is as great as that of any other citizen of 
the state or nation. On campus the ma- 
jority of us are pedestrians. This, in itself 
is an area of great concern in the number of 
fatalities included under the heading of 
"highway mishaps." Many times the pe- 
destrian can be the cause of a serious ac- 
cident through carelessness on his part, 
or this plus a lack of alertness on the part 
of a driver. In some urban areas, states 
the above committee, as many as three 
out of four of those killed in traffic are 
pedestrians. 

On College Avenue, crosswalks have 
been provided just for the purpose of pre- 
venting accidents involving students going 
to and from the post office. In addition, 
these provide a warning to drivers which 
should increase a closer scrunity and re- 
duced speed on their part. Even here, by 
using these effectively, we at Mary Wash- 



ington can work against any increase in 
the hazards of a could-be danger zone. 

Those stuelents who possess cars and 
will be driving home for the holidays, as 
well as those who will be a passenger 
within a car, are asked to stay alert, to 
put patience rather than a time schedule 
foremost in order to eliminate rash 
chances. Beginning with Route No. 1, and 
continuing on through the state as stu- 
dents head home, alertness, safe driving 
habits, and courtesy for others must re- 
main constant. 

Once at home, the caution should not 
be relaxed. When returning from a holiday 
party or a visit to a home of friends, the 
same undivided attention should be given 
to driving or walking SAFELY. A re- 
sponsibility for one's own driving is not 
sufficient here, but also that of "watching 
the other fellow." 

A slogan suggested by the state's Safe- 
ty Committee, "THINK FOR TWO— THE 
WALKER AND YOU," is a good one to 
apply for these active highway days ahead. 
As trite as we may feel it sounds, Christ- 
mas is a time for families and friends to 
be together. In vjew of this, is it not our 
responsibility to see that we get there in 
the safest, most traffic-free way possible?

One of the most common mis- 
conceptions concerning the Honor 
i ouncils as held by students is 
that every student that comes be- 
fore the Council is found guiltv:

There must be more than 
one person testifying against the 
accused. A further statement by 
Su-an validates this principle as 
only one-third ol the girls that 
are" tried are found guilty. When a 
pirl is found guilty, there must be 
no doubt in the minds of the five 
Council members. The members 
of the Honor Council include the 
four class presidents and the 
house president of the dorm in 
which the accused resides. The

"Is it possible not to believe in 
ghosts?" asks Dr. George Van 
Sant, associate professor of philos- 
ophy at MWC.

Fellowships Offered 
For Scientific Study 



The National Academy of Sci- 
ences-National Research Council 
has been called upon again to ad- 
vise the National Science Founda- 
tion in the selection of candidates 
for the Foundation's program of 
regular graduate and postdoctoral 
fellowships. Committees of out- 
standing scientists appointed by 
the Academy-Research Council 
will evaluate applications of all 
candidates. Final selection will be 
made by the Foundation, with 
awards to be announced on March 
15, 1963. 

Fellowships will be awarded for 
study in the mathematical, physi- 
cal, medical, biological, and engi- 
neering sciences: also in anthro- 
pology, psychology (excluding 
clinical psychology), geography, 
economics (excluding business ad- 
ministration), sociology (not in- 
cluding social work): and the his- 
tory and philosophy of science. 
They are open to college seniors, 
graduate and postdocioral students, 
and others with equivalent training 
and experience. All applicants 
must be citizens of the United 
States and will be judged solely 
on the basis of ability. 
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Applicants for the graduate 
awards will be required to take 
the Graduate Record Examination 
designed to test scientific aptitude 
and achievement. This examina- 
tion, administered by the Educa- 
tional Testing Service will be 
given on January 19.1963, at des- 
ignated centers throughout the 
United States and certain foreign 
countries. 

The annual stipends for graduate 
Fellows are as follows: $1800 for 
the first level ; $2000 for the inter- 
mediate level: and $2200 for the 
terminal level. The annual step- 
end for postdoctoral Fellows is 
$5000. Limited allowances will also 
be provided to apply toward tui- 
tion, laboratory fees, and travel.
